According to Canada’s minister of trade and commerce, pros¬ 
pects for a relatively prolonged period of economic expansion ap¬ 
pear bright indeed, given appropriate restraint on the part of all 
groups in the economic community. Reporting on Canada's eco¬ 
nomic status during 1955, Rt. Hon. C. D. Howe, seen above, credits, 
to a large extent, the expansion now under way in the country 
to the increasing world dependence on Canada as a source of in¬ 
dustrial materials. This growing dependence has accounted for 
the rise in exports, the high level of activity in natural resources 
industries, and for a major portion of the expansion in capital fa¬ 
cilities. The Canadian consumer fared exceptionally well during 
the last year. Rising Incomes, accompanied by stable prices, en¬ 
hanced the buying power of his earnings. The result has been an 
improvement ln living standards seldom surpassed in peacetime 
circumstance*.

members dissatisfied, and sparked a 

debate which split through party lines, being chalked up by the buyers of pleasant 
Some members on both sides of the consumer goods such as stoves 
houses criticized the government for sets, refrigerators, cars etc 
not providing protection for farmers. 

As the legislation stands hunters 
can shoot without the owner's consent 
on unoccupied land which is not post¬ 
ed. The original bill would have re¬ 
quired permission for hunting on any 
private land which is fenced or cult¬ 
ivated. Now permission is not needed 
unless the owner lives on the land or 
adjacent to it. 

Under the new bill any land posted 
with “No Shooting" signs becomes a 
game sanctuary. When land is posted 
no one can shoot on it—not even the 
owner. 

The session also saw introduction 
of new laws regarding automobile in¬ 
surance. After Oct. 1, any motorist 
involved in an accident must show 
proof of financial responsibility or 
have his car impounded. 

The new laws don’t impose com¬ 
pulsory car insurance, but they should 
have the effect of encouraging more 
drivers to provide themselves with 
public liability and property damage 
coverage. 

From an observer’s standpoint, it 
was interesting to watch Social Cred¬ 
it’s reaction to the larger opposition, 
which grew from 10 to 24 members 
in the June election.

Rheumatic Fever 

Rheumatic fever is one of the more 
serious diseases of childhood, the 
symptoms of which often resemble 
those of lesser ills. Loss of weight, 
pallor, loss of appetite, feverishness, 
tiredness—any of which may indicate 
a milder infection—jnay be almost 
unnoticed, so gradual can be their 
approach. If these symptons appear, 
a child should have medical attention 
Rheumatic fever most frequently af¬ 
fects youngsters between five and 
fifteen years, but may occur in older 
people. One of its most dangerous 
effects is upon the heart, which can 
lead to permanent damage to that or¬ 
gan.

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A five-and-a-quarter million dollar 
capital program for 1956, including 
the extension of Natural On* Service 
to 11 more Alberta communities has 
been forecast this week by Mr. It. 
C. McPherson, General Manager of 
Canadian Western Natural GaB Co. 
Limited, In Calgary. 

"Last year was a busy one for us”, 
Mr. McPherson stated, “We added 
H new communities to the ay stem, and 
spent something in excess of $3 mil¬ 
lion dollars on plant extensions. This 
year we have a still larger program 
before us.” 

It is proposed that the communit¬ 
ies of Nobleford, Picture Butte and 
Shaughneany (all in the general Leth¬ 
bridge area) will be served this year. 
This will Include 14 miles of trans¬ 
mission line, three distribution sys¬ 
tems, including regulator stations and 
mains, and will make gats service av¬ 
ailable to 500 new consumers. 

Further, It is proposed that the 
communities of Penhold, Innisfall, 
Bowden, Olds, Didsbury, Carstairs 
and Crossfield, North of Calgary, will 
be supplied with gas service this year 
These seven distribution systems will 
be purchased form Canadian Gulf Oil 
Co. at the Nevis field east of Red 
Deer. Thirty-three miles of 8 inch 
transmission line is required to join 
NeviB to Red Deer. 

It iis planned that the Nevis-Red 
Deer pipline will be built for Can¬ 
adian Western Natural Gas Co. by 
Northwestern Utilities, Limited. As 
well as supplying gas for the com¬ 
munities between Red Deer and Cal¬ 
gary the Nevis line will deliver gas 
to Northwestern Utilities to augment 
their supply at Red Deer. Sixty-four 
miles of transmission line is required 
between Red Deer and Crossfield. 
This will be constructed by Canadian 
Western. The Bowden Institute and 
the Penhold It. C. A. F. Station are 
two large consumers to be served by 
this extension. 

In addition to the extension of ser¬ 
vice to new communities the Gwa Co| 
has made provision for main exten¬ 
sions on the existing system to hand¬ 
le an estimated 3,400 new' consumers. 
Sarcee military camp at Calgary is 
a large consumer which should be 
served with gas this year. Estimat¬ 
ed 70,000 consumers will be served 
by the Gas Company by the end of 

1956. 

Work has started on a six-story ad¬ 
dition to the Company’s downtown 
Calgary office building and it is ex¬ 
pected to be complete by spring of 

1957. Present plans are for the Com¬ 
pany Vo «»« Jvua a vovlVon ol Vh« nuw 

addition, the remainder to be leased 
until further expansion makes it nec¬ 
essary for the Utility Company to 
take additional space in the building.

Alcan Project To Double Kitimat 
Capacity 

The tremendous world demand for 
aluminum is pushing the huge B. C. 
development at Kitimat the Alum¬ 
inum Co. of Canada into an even more 
rapid expansion race than had been 
planned, reports The Financial Post. 

With u view to the fuut developiiiK 
market Alcan planners decided to 
double capacity at the Kitimat-Kem- 
ano project in northern British Col¬ 
umbia. When completed in 1959 the 
present $190 million capital program 
will have upped total capacity to 330, 
000 tons annually. (It will be around 
181,500 tong by the end of this year.) 

L T nless there is a major change in 
economic outlook before then Alcan 
management will likely keep pushing 
its growth program even farther un¬ 
til the top of some 550,000 tons a year 
capacity has been reached. This 
would be roughly equivalent to the 
entire production rate in eastern Can¬ 
ada now.

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In Its 1955 annual report issued to- 
day to 174, 300 shareholders, Socony 
Mobile Oil Company, Inc., reports Itn 
exploration and development activit¬ 
ies in Western Canada over the pnst 
decade have begun (£ show results. 

The rapidly growing crude oil prod¬ 
uction of the company’s Canadian 
affiliated, Mobil Oil of Canada, Ltd., 
averaged 16,800 barrels a day during 
December 1 9f>5 and 12,600 barrels a 
day throughout the year, compared 
with 2,800 barrels a day during 1954. 
Last years sharp increase was made 
possible by new pipelines that began 
fields in Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
delivering oil early in the year from 

In Alberta, Mobil Oil’s production 
from Pembina field, which the com¬ 
pany discovered in 1953, amounted to 
nearly 12,000 barrels a day at the end 
of 1955. Mobil Oil has a half Interest 
there in 18,000 acres, on which 282 
oil wells had been completed by the 
end of the year. 

In southwestern Saskatchewan, 
Mobil Oil and Its associates have con¬ 
tinued to explore and develop the 
FoSterton area where 10 fields have 
been found since 1952, including one 
discovered in 1955. The company has 
a half interest in 244 producing wellA 
in that area.

SAFETY BATH 

For those handicapped by rheuma¬ 
tism, paralysis, etc. there’s a lift that 
enables them to take a bath unaided 
and without danger, reports The Fi¬ 
nancial Post. Consists of a seat with 
backrest which is placed in the water 
and raised to the Tim of the bath by 
water pressure. Patient sits on the 
seat, lifts his legs into the bath and 
on pushing a lever ia lowered gently 
into the water. A contrary movement 
of the lever returns the seat to its 
original position. A rubber tube from 
the tap to the base of the apparatus 
supplies the hydraulic pressure. Nor¬ 
mal mains pressure of 15 lb. per sq. 
inch will raise a weight of 490 lb.

Stack Mover Hauls 100 Tons 
a Day Without Hand Labor 

Easily handling 10 to 15 8-ton stacks per day at a cost of 25$ 
to $1.00 per ton, this new machine makes it possible to elimi¬ 
nate most of the labor and cost of moving nay from field to 
feed lot. When teamed with a hydraulic stacker equipped with 
grapple fork for removing hay from the stack, this mover 
makes possible the completely mechanical handling of hay 
from windrow to livestock. 

The stack mover is a tilt-bed, trailer-type unit which loads 
and unloads haystacks by means of cables and winch operated 
from tractor P.T.O. Capacity rated at 8 tons, it handles stacks 
16 ft. wide by 24 ft. long or round stacks up to 20 ft in dia¬ 
meter.
